Thi'  ro(  k  at 
the  station  is  much  nearer  the  surface,  and  apjjears  to  be  whiter  than  that 
obtained  from  the  ([uarrx  near  ICasi  Selkirk,  whii  !i  rei|uires  about  tweiuy  feet 
of  dritt  material  to  be  removed  before  the  solid  rot  k  is  reached.  Stoni-(  lUters 
prefer  working  the  ro(  k  Ironi  the  latter  on  at  (  ounl  ot  its  apparent  sot'tness  and 
tendency  to  harden  on  exposure.
